Juprtmt Court. 


The second week of the June cession 


of the common pleas division of ihe 
supreme court began on Monday. The 
case of Creigliton Withers vs. John M. 
Taylor, city treasurer, was Riven to a 
jury of which Alden P. Barker was ap- 
pointed foreman. This was a suit to 
recover for services rendered to the city 
of NewjMrt as architect of the new high 
school building. The plaintiff claimed 
that he had been chosen 
architect 


of the building and had drawn plans 
for the Central court site which were 
subsequently abandoned. He sued to 
recover for services rendered. On mo- 
tion of Mr. Brown, the city solicitor, 
a non-suit WKS granted and the case 
thrown out on the ground that the rec- 
ords of the committee did not show 
that Mr. Withers had been chosen 
architect. Mr. Burdick for the plain- 
tiff claimed that the records were mere- 
ly defective aud gave notice of appeal 
to a higher court. 


Monday afternoon the ease of Mar- 


shall B. Faxon vs. the Oeorge A. 
Weaver Company was heard, Mr. Bur- 
dick for plaintiff and Col. Sheffield for 
defendant. This was a suit to lecover 
a balance of salary claimed to be due 
on contract. The plaintiff claimed that 
he weut to work for the defendants ou 
the agreement that he was to receive 
$20 a week f r the first year aud ?8(l a 
week after that. He sued to recover 
the amount t.eyond what he had been 
paid. For ihe defence there was a de- 
nial <if any such agreement, with cor- 
roborative evidence. The jury failed to 
agree upon a verdict and were dis- 
charged. 


Ou Wednesday the case of Gilbert H- 


liuruhum vs. the Central Automobile 
Exchange was tried. This wan a suit 
to recover for injuries to an automobile. 
It seemed that after plaintilf purchased 
the automobile from the defendants a 
young man was sent down by the com- 
pany to instruct the purchaser in the 
use of the machine. There was an ac- 
cident near the beach while he was 
driving it, which necessitated extensive 
repairs. This wan the cause of the'suit. 
For the defence it was claimed that the 
youug man who ran the automobile 
was merely loaned to plaintiff as an 
accommodation by the defendant and 
that he was acting as the agent of the 
purchaser of the machine. The jury 
returned a verdict for the plaintiff for 
the full amount of his claim, $307.!K). 
An appeal will probably be taken. 


Thursday afternoon the McOowau 


will case was put ou—Daniel McUowan 
vs. the Probate 
Court of Newport. 


This concerns the will of the late Aun 
McUowHii, the plaintiff claiming that 
the document admitted to probate was 
nut the last will, that the testator was 
not of strong mind, and that the will 
was made under undue influence.

cessive moisture during the early part 
of the week greatly retarded the cultiva- 
tion of crops In all sections, and many 
Melds became foul, hut as crops made 
rapid growth also, advancement was 
satisfactory. 


R3'e and oats are showing well, the 


former being headed, and indications 
are for a large yield in both. 
While 


the hoeing of corn is greatly delayed, 
due to excessive precipitation in the 
early part of the week, good progress 
was ii-ade iu the last three days and. 
iu most localities, fields are iu good 
condition. 
While the corn is about 


ten days behind Ihe season, the color 
aud stand are good, and indications 
are for at least an average crop. 


indications point to an average crop 


of all kiuds of fruit, excepting winter 
apples, which will be below the aver- 
age. Some reports would Indicate an 
unusual dropping of apples, and ex- 
cessive winds of the 26th did much 
damage In Maine and New Hampshire. 
Cherries are plentiful and are being 
marketed. Berries show an abundance 
aud conditions are generally favorable. 
Insects are reported as having destroy- 
ed the «ra|ie yield In many places, 
especially in Rhode Island. 


All vegetables throughout New Eug- 


and will be produced in abundance, 
ai condition* are far above the normal, 
'otatoes are blossoming and some are 
jelng marketed. 
Peas are now ma- 


tured In all sections. 
Garden corn In 


backward and none as yet ready for 
ttie market.

and Coggeshall for the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1905. 


A resolution was Introduced setting 


forth that the proper aud faithful dis 
charge of their duties by the police 
commissioners could not be decided by 
the recent litigation, that it is a matter 
of comuiou knowledge that the laws are 
openly violated, and that the power of 
removal is vested In the governor; it 
was therefore resolved to ask the gover- 
nor to appoint a commission of three 
reputable citizens of Newport, two of 
whom shall be Republicans, to inves- 
tigate violations of the law in Newport 
and report iu writing to the governor 
ou 01 before October I, 1905. This res- 
olution was provocative of rather a 
lively time in the hoard of aldermen. 
In response to a question from Alder- 
man filicide Mayor Boyle said that he 
would stand responsible for the resolu- 
tion. He said that he knew that these 
conditions exist. There was a lively 
"go-round" between the mayor aud 
Alderman Kitchie after the latter had 
asked if the resolution was drawn for 
the good of the city or for political pur- 
poses. 
The resolution was 
finally 


passed. 


The committee on street lights rec- 


ommended that certain petitions for 
street lights be granted and that Long 
wharf be lighted by Incandescent gas 
lamps. Tile-accompany ing resolution 
was paused. On recommendation of 
the committee on streets and highways 
it was voted to macadamize Homer 
street, Old Beach road and Champliu 
street. 


Petitions for repairs aud improve- 


ments to streets was referred to the com- 
mittee on streets and highways. There 
were several petitions from persons 
who have been assessed for personal 
taxes asking that the taxes be remit- 
ted on various grounds. The petitions 
were from both permanent and aum- 
mer residents.

check in cash. But this is very cm le 
work, and tlie career of the amateur 
forger is very short. 


To guard against the paymeut of 


forged checks the banks have adopted 
all of the precautions and expedients 
known. 
Necessarily their chief reli- 


ance Is on the skill and cnre of the 


| tellers, whose duty It is to pass* upon 
i the checks and scrutinize them before 
| payment. 
Generally this duty de- 


! volves upon the paying teller or on 


one or more of his assistants. To a 
natural aptitude for the memorizing 
of a handwriting must he added a 
vigilance which never flags and a 
painstaking care, which never wearies.

Paris, July 7.—In the pret*nc*of the 


highest dignltarlei at France, the dip- 
foinatlc representative* of many foreign 
governments and civil and naral ofli- 
cilia of the United Statei, tlie body o 
Admiral Jonei wai formally delivered 
to tbe United Statei government. Tlie 
ceremony was on« combining Impres- 
sive dignity with military and naval 
pomp, in wbieb the loldlert and sailor-, 
cf France and the sailors of America 
united in rendering honors to Ike 
founder of tbe American navy. 


The occasion was unique and prob- 


ably without parallel, as tbe funeral 
was that of a revolutionary hero whose 
body bad lain neglected in a foreign 
grave for over 100 rears. 


Seldom baa an event awakened such 


widespread interest in the French cap- 
ital. Dense thrones packed tbe prin- 
cipal thoroughfares to witness tbe im- 
posing cortege which, for the elaborate- 
ness of its military feature, equalled 
the martial display on the occasion of 
th» rlslt of King Alfonso. 


Tlif ceremony of delivering th* body 


was held in tbe American church at 
g:30 in the afternoon. The Interior of 
this sothic edifice was 
beautifully 


decorated with plants and flowers. At 
the foot of the 
chancel 
rested 
th? 


casket, wound in an American flag and 
literally buried In masses of floral em- 
blems. Tbe French government had 
taken charge of tbe.arrangeiuents and 
snlssiers of the foreign office acted as 
ushers. 


After brief religious services Cen- 


tral Porter, wearing evening dress, ac- 
cording to the French custom, with the 
red sash of the Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honor acron hlv breast, ad-

mally delivered the body to Mr. Loomia, 
as the representative of the United 
States government, who accepted it in 
the name of the government and com- 
missioned Admiral Slgsbee to transport 
It to the United States.

A Famous Mountain Resort. 


Manou Chunk, within easy excursion 


distance of New Vork, is one of the 
most strikingly picturesque resorts iu 
the country. 
Lying auuoi g the hills 


twelve miles within the Lehigh Gap, 
it appears to be so completely walled iu, 
that it is ouly when tne traveler has at- 
tained one of the commanding sum- 
mits, and descried the wouderful horse 
shoe bend of the narrow valley, that he 
cau conceive how such a cul de sac can 
be approached from auy direction by a 
railroad.

Tbe earliest anthracite 
mines of the country were opeued In 
this vicinity, aud the Gravity .Railroad 
was coustructed to bring the output 
down to the river. The length of the 
line was uiue miles, aud it was cou- 
structed at au even grade for the whole 
distance. Mules were ueed for years to 
haul the empty cars back to tbe luiuet. 
These sagacious beasts were wout to 
toll patiently up the loug road,but they 
refused flatly to be driven dowu having 
ouce become accustomed to ihe exhila- 
ration of coasting w i t h the co*l aud 
enjoying tbe be.-.uties ol the natural 
scenery.

TheConsliiuilonal Convention In 1S90 
Inserted a provision empowering me 
General Assembly lo regulate school 
elevtiuusaud iu exieud school surl'ra^e 
to women. 


The Kentucky Equal Rights Asao- 


clatiou iu 1891 secured n clause iu the 
charter of cities of the. aecnud class, 
viz: Covingtou, Newport and Lexiug- 
tou, whereby women were made eligi- 
ble lo and might vote for School Boards 
OD the same terms as men. Tbe<e priv- 
ileges they exercised for seven years, to 
the advantage of the school*. In 1902 
the General Assembly, for partiaau 
reasons, repealed that portion eiu|>ow- 
ering women to vote, notwithstanding 
a strong effort for its retentlou was 
uiude by many of tbe bwt citizens of 
the*e citier. 


It was wrong to repeal tbe law aud 


yet Us repeal was lb« heal compliment 
tbat the womeu of Kentucky ever 
had passed on them. In In* «ev«u years 
that they were permitted to exercise 
this limited suffrage they had demon- 
strated that they could tie controlled by 
the pollticiaui*. Il was necessary for 
the perpetuation of the Democratic ma- 
chines iu Lexiugtou, Covingtou aud 
Newport that they control the school 
boards and school funds. 
This they 


could uot do with the women voting.

Aud under the 
rule of these womeu Mayors public 
affairs have been conducted in a most 
satisfactory manner.

like Chicago is a thing yet to be test- 
ed.
